Sir: 


Y I beg to advise thattenr-Paul, of the Sechelt 
Band, fas requested assistance in sending his son, Henry 
Paul, /to the Vancouver Technical School to study gas engine 
mechahics. He has made arrangements to pay for the boy's 
maintenance, if we will pay the school expenses. 


The training so far has been given free, and I 
believe there will be no change in this policy. All we are 
asked to do is to provide tools and stationery. 


Henry has enrolled at the School as they wanted 
him to commence at re-opening and he required school supplies 
to the value of $10.68. I believe the Department is willing 
and anxious to assist suitable young Indians in this way, 
so authorized the expenditure pending your advice. 


Henry Paul is 15 years old, and was formerly 
in Sechelt Residential School. He is a particularly fine- 
looking lad, and his parents are hardworking Indians, his 
father being a logger. The mechanical training is to enable 
the boy to obtain work on a fish-packing boat as engineer. 
Indians with experience of this kind are usually given pre- 
ference on these boats which often have Indian crews entirely. 


I am advised by the School that expenses for the 
mechanical training are kept very low as most of the boys 
would be unable to obtain the training otherwise. 


I respectfully request that you authorize this 
in the case of Henry Paul. I should add that his board and 
incidental expenses,paid by his father, will amount to about 
$25.00 or 430.00 per month.

I beg to enclose herewith vouchers for School 
fees and materials at the Vancouver Technical School 
for Henry Paul, of the Sechelt Band. 


This boy attended the technical school for one year, 
his feather paying his board in town and your letter of 
October 4th 1937 authorized some necessary school supplies. 
The expense to the boy's father has been quite a heavy drag 
on him, and I do not think Henry has warranted the expense. 
For a few months he was quite studious, but later took no 
interest in his studies, and the proprietor of his boarding 
house said he was behaving badly. The School authorities 
advised me they thought he was wasting his time as he stayed 
at school only as an excuse to be in town. He has now 
returned to his Reserve. 


I was surprised to receive the enclosed account 
for tuition, as we have put @ number of pupils through the 
Technical School during the past 10 years, without charge, 
but I am now advised that they are compelled to charge under 
Section 138, of the School Act. The following is a copy of 
the School Board's letter: 


"It is quite true thet we did not bill you in previous 
years for Indian students who came to Vancouver to reside 
and attended school for the reason that Section 138 of the 
School Act defined these children es residents. This Act 
was changed at the 1937 session of the legislature as 
follows:

I wish to place the following facts before you 
for consideration. An Indian of the Squamish Band, No.171, 
Simon Baker, who has six children, two of school age, has been 
sending them to the Lower Capilano public school in the District 
of North Vancouver. The District has advised him that he is 
living in the Municipality of West Vancouver, and therefore they 
cannot accept his children in the District school unless he pays 
$5.00 per month for each child. 


Baker lives on Capilano Indian Reserve (Squamish 
No.5) and is only a few feet from the boundary of the District 
and the Municipality of West Vancouver, whose schools are several 
miles from Baker's home. The children caniot attend the Squamish 
Indian Day School, as it is also too far, and¥they are not Roman 
Catholic, Baker does not wish them to attend Squamish Indian Resi- 
dential School. Even if they did attend the latter school, it 
would cost us more than $5.00 each per month, and the school is 
filled up anyway. 


Baker now requests that the Department will pay 
this charge for him. There are not enough children on Capilano 
Reserve to oven a day school for Protestant children. One family 
has moved to Squamish I,R.No.1 at North Vancouver so that their 
children can attend public school, but Baker cannot do that. 


Seeing that we are paying quite a large grant 
to Residential and Day Schools in this Agency, which are all Roman 
Catholic, I hope the Department can see its way clear to do this 
much for the Protestant Squamish Indians, a number of whom (in- 
cluding Simon Baker) attended Lytton Anglican Residential School. 
Your advice at an early date will be appreciated, as the public 
school§ re-open on May 3rd. y c

I have for acknowledgment your air mail letter 
of the 28th instant, in which you submit for Departmental 
consideration a request received by you for a grant 
necessary to enable the children of the marginally-noted 
Indian to attend the Lower Capilano Public School. 


Inasmuch as requests such as this may reach you 
from time to time, may I explain how our educational 
appropriations are now voted by Parliament. These 
appropriations consist of two main items: 


1. Grants to Indian residential schools; 
2. Indien dey school teachers’ salaries. 


Under existing regulations these funds cannot 
be used for any other purpose and are voted separately 
by Parliament. This fact leaves us with a comparatively 
mall amount of money for tuition and other grants. It 
is exceedingly difficult, therefore, for us to make a 
erant such as the one suggested, particularly in view 
of the fact that no provision has been made for it in 
the 1943-44 estimates. 


In view of your recommendation, however, we are 
prepared to make a grant for the coming academic term 
which, I notice, commences on May 3. The claims of 
these children for a continuance of this grant and the 
conditions in which they find themselves should be 
carefully reviewed at the close of the school year. 

It is just possible, of course, that Simon Beker, in 
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the meantime, may change his place of residence. 
In any event it would be appreciated if a report 
on the case reached us prior to the preparation 
of the 1944-45 estimates.

Academy in Victoria, B.C. 


When this girl left the Songhees Indian Day 
School, which she attended for seven years, the Reverend 
Father Bradley spoke highly in favour of admitting her 
into high school. I thereupon wrote to the Reverend 
Principal of St. Ann's Academy asking if they would accept 
this girl and what tuition fees would be. In the absence 
of any reply to my letter, the matter was not proceeded 
with. 


I now find, however, that Joyce Moody has been 
in attendance at St. ‘ann's Academy from September 1947 to 
date, and that she is now in Grade 9 and making good pro- 
gress. She has ambitions to graduate and to train as & 
nurse. The report on her progress would seem to justify 
recommending the continuance of her studies. The fees 
are $60.00 per year, and I would recommend that they be 
approved and made retroactive to September 1947. 


The mother of this girl has been separated for 
many years from her husband, who resides on the reserve 
at Squamish. She is unable to provide for her daughter's 
education, and so far the Academy has received no fees.

Major D. M. MacKay, Indian Commissioner for B. C., Vancouver, 


Rev. George Johnston was appointed teacher at the Kin- 
colith Indian Day School as from October lst this year. He 
lives in the Mission House at Kincolith. It is recommended that 
he be allowed fuel for his house whilst employed by the Depart- 
ment as teacher. In previous years the fuel requirements at 
Kincolith have been three tons of coal and three cords of wood. 
This is entirely inadequate if the teacher's house is included 
in fuel requirements. This winter has been exceptionally cold 
and severe. In conversation with Bishop Gibson he informs me 
that the teacher was allowed up to $100.00 worth of fuel per year 
for his residence but I cannot find any record of this on file. 


It is recommended that an additional amount of 8 tons 
of egg coal and 4 cords of wood be provided for the Kincolith 
School and teacherage. It should be said that Mr. Johnston 
gives 5 days service a week full time to the Department's bus- 
iness and he should be entitled to the same consideration re- 
garding fuel requirements as teachers in other village schools. 


Coal can be purchased at Philpott, Evitt & Company Ltd., 


Prince Rupert, at a c2tost of $14.70 per ton plus $6.25 per ton 
freight and sacks. A purchase order is requested.

I am enclosing Mr. Indian Agent Anfield's 
letter of December 16th in connection with the proposed 
supply of fuel for the Reverend George Johnston, teacher 
at the Kincolith Indian Day School for use in the Mission 
House.

On a recent visit to Sumnyside Cannery, I discussed 
this matter with the Manager and the Accountant in some 
detail. Their statements co-incide in general with those 
of Mr. Gillett that the arrangements at the time this school 
was opened was of a purely temporary nature. The B. C. 
Packers agree that they will supply a furnished house for 
the teacher and a nurse at Sunnyside Cannery but they do not 
feel obligated to supply fuel either for this teacherage- 
nursing post or for the school. 


Up to last fall, the teacher lived in a little one-room 
shack next to the school but on the appointment of Miss Free- 
man to the position of teacher arrangements were made with 
the B. C. Packers to give her a furnished house gratis. Under 
the circumstances, it is recommended that the voucher as 
submitted be paid and that a sum of $268.00 be authorized 
for the purchase of the following fuel requirements for the 
balance of the present fiscal year:

It should be said that the cannery really has nothing 
to gain by having a school at Sunnyside except for the three 
months of April, May and June when their Indian crews come 
4n for cannery work. During these months, the children of 
these families can receive education. What is actually 
happening is that an ever increasing number of our Native 
people are i@wing their Reserves and living at canneries 
such as Sunnyside and Port Edward where they are establishing 
more or less permanent domiciles. At Sunnyside Cannery some 
of the men whose families attend school are in the employ of 
the cannery for repair work and cannery boat building projects 
during the winter. At Port Edward most of the parents of the 
children attending school are employees of this plant which 
4s rapidly reaching a twelve-months operational basis. 


Whilst not immediately pertinent to this fuel problem 
at Sunnyside, this situation should be watched very closely 
as in my opinion the day is coming when the Department could 
quite justifiably claim that the education of these children 
is the responsibility of the Province. These large fishing 
corporations such as Nelson Bros. and B. C. Packers are among 
the heaviest taxpayers in the Prince Rupert School district 
and it would seem to me that within two or three years we 
could justifiably claim that the children of their Native 
employees should not be a charge on the Indian Affairs ” ranch 
for purposes of education. 


This entire situation should be watched with particular 
care at Port Edward where the Cellanese Corporation of America 
are establishing a huge plant and where it is quite likely a 
considerable number of Indian families will locate as employees 
in the raw products operation of this concern.

Dear Mr. Anfield: 


We have your letter of May 29th with reference to 
fuel for the School at Sunnyside Cannery. Our arrange- 
ments with Mr. Wallace, at the time we asked the Depart- 
ment for authority to open a School at that place, was 
of a temporary nature until such time suitable buildings 
and a permanent set-up could be established, depending 
on the population, etc. 


I understend from Mr. Wallace at the time, that he 
would provide accommodations for the teacher and supply 
some furniture and coal. I do not think the fuel for 
the School entered into the matter. If I remember rightly, 
we sent some vouchers for School fuel. The teacher at 
the time was not quite satisfied with the fuel arrange- 
ments and she was informed that she was given additional 
salary in lieu of fuel. 


My opinion is that the fuel for the School should be 


definitely the responsibility of the Department if a perm- 
anent School is set up.

Fuel to be supplied by Sunnyside Cannery to the school 
and teacherage and to be charged to the Department of 
Indian Affairs. From our conversation this matter 
appeared to have been misunderstood by Mr. Gillett in 
that he thought Sunnyside Cannery was to supply the 
fuel at no cost to the Department, but this is not the 
case as T explained to you. 


Teacherage to be supplied by Sunnyside Cannery at no 
cost to the Department; and per our conversation Sunny- 
side Cannery will supply the necessary furnishings at 
no cost to the Department. 


We are enclosing herewith the past winter's fuel and 
supplies bill and trust that the foregoing will clear up any 
misunderstanding there may have been.

DEPARTMENTAL PURCHASING AGENT 


Re: Fuel Requirements - 
Skeena River Agency 


Atteched for your information is a 
letter dated March 29th received from Superintendent 
Anfield, together with a table showing fuel require- 
ments for the schools in his Agency for the fiscal 
year 1945-50. 


In forverding this letter, lndien 
Commissioner Arneil writes as follows; 


"J would recomme.id that an 
accountable edvance of $2,174.50 be for- 
warded to Mr. Anfield for the purchase of 
wood fuel and hauling services of Indians." 


This is the usual procedure with 
reference to the purchase of wood from Indians, and 
we will forward the accountable advance as requested.

1946, file 215-8-5458, sanctioned a tuition grant of $225.00 
for this fatherless boy to attend High School. His mother 
contributes $15.00 per month towards his board and room. 
An Accountable Advance of $157.50 was received on account 
expenditures up to March 31st, 1947, leaving an amount of 
$67.50 due from next year's vote. 


Due to unforseen circumstances, it will be nec- 
essary to request an increase in this grant. Up to Christmas 
the lad boarded with a relative in town at a rate of $25.00 
per month. This lady became seriously ill at that time and 
as a result of doctor's qrders, could not take this lad and 
another, George Kelly, 4s poarders after the Christmas hol- 
idays. I managed to get them a room for $10,00 a month each 
and for a few weeks had to buy meal tickets for them for use 
jin local restaurants. Appeals for homes for these lads proved 
unavailing, but exentually I managed to have the Salvation 
Army Hostel take them as boarders at $30.00 a month as from 
February 10th, 1947.

nelosing letter of April 30th from Tndian Agent 
Anfield anda @ report from Tnspector Vavey in con- 
nection with payment of school fees for Tndian 
children enrolled in the elementary grades at the 
Prince Rupert public school. 


On reviewing our files we find that you 
submitted voucher 664 covering the tuition fees for 
these pupils for the month of September, 1946 and 
payment was mad@. e also received your voucher 
136 dated February 10th, 1947, for the same pupils 
for the months of October, November and December, 
1946. Both the above vouchers were paid as we 
overlooked the fact that the pupils were in the 
elementary grades, and no specific authority had 
been given to pay tuition fees for them. 


As you are aware, our policy in the past 
has been as follows: 


1. The Department will pey tuition fees for 
Tndian children in public white schools 
provided they reside on the reserve and 
there are no educational facilities avail- 
able on their home reserve. 


e have never assumed responsibility for 
education of Indian children in elementary 
grades wnen the parents reside in a municipality 
and are either house owners or tenants. 6 have 
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always considered that in such cases they 
are entitled to the same consideration as 
any other resident of the municipality. 


Wr. Anfield had no authority to promise the 
Prince HKupert Public School Roard that we would pay 
tuition fees of any children who have been enrolled 
in the elementary grades. Such procedure would be 
con.reary to our policy outlined above and would 
involve us all over Canada with other school boards. 


However, it is evident from the correspona- 
ence that he promised the Prince kupert Board and 
unfortunately we paid the two voucners mentioned 
above without checking on them. Under these circum- 
Stances, it has been aeciaed to pay tne rees for 
the current academic year only, but we will not be 
responsible ror such fees after tne end of June, 1947.

On April 8th I visited the Port Essington Pro- 
vineial School in the company of Mr. Indian Agent Anfield and 
Inspector E. Hyndman of the Provincial Department of Education. 


There were 38 pupils on the roll, all of whom 
were of Indian or mixed origin. Of this number, there were 18 
of Indian status, one of whom was absent due to illness. 


There was a very happy atmosphere in the class- 
room and the pupils appeared to be making excellent progress. 
Last year separate schools were in operation at this point 
and I was fortunate in being able to compare attendance re- 
cords for this year with that of last and previous years. The 
improvement in this respect was most striking. In the corres- 
ponding week last year, the number of Indian pupils attending 
our school was 7 and on going back through the register to the 
1944-45 academic year, I noted that for no quarter did the 
average attendance of our pupils reach 14 although as manyas 
22 had been enrolled. In the present year, the average attend- 
ance has been well over 90%. 


The attendance has so far exceeded our expect- 
ations and the Provincial authorities find it necessary to 


operate another room next year.

I considered it 
cheaper to buy the mattresses to go with two single beds 
which we had in our storage from War Assets stock, This 
equipment will remain the property of the Department. I 
later changed the home for these lads and moved the beds 
and mattresses to the new domicile, where they are much 
happier.

Application is made for a grant of $255.00 to 
enable Gloria Morven to proceed to Grade 11 in Booth Memorial 
High School. I attach herewith her school report which dhows 
that she is promoted to Grade 11 in the subjects passed 
through the year. 


In a letter to Mrs. Mabel Morven under date of 
July 8th, 1949, copy of which was forwarded to you, I in- 
formed this girl's mother that she should not expect assist- 
ance from the Department in view of her record during the 
year. 


This record has been the subject of considerable 
investigation and also of several interviews with her mother 
and other interested Natives as a result of which I am now 
satisfied that part of the cause of this girl's academic 
recession last year was due to causes outside of her control. 
I have discussed her case with the school officials who are 
of the opinion that under different conditions, Gloria would 
do alright. She has the intelligence to go ahead as is 
evidenced by her Grade 9 report in which year she gained 31 
credits, 3 more than the required 28. Last year Gloria was 
at the Salvation Army Hostel where I have now discovered she 
was the butt of an inter-tribal fued plus a religious problem 
as between her and the Salvation Army officials. It is my 
opinion that if she could be placed elsewhere she would make 
a satisfactory adjustment. 


To this end I am arranging for her to stay with 
an Uncle and Aunt at Port Edward this winter. They offer 
her a home if the Department will assist with school fees, 
books and transportation costs by bus. I have had a long talk 
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with Gloria and believe that she has reached a definite con- 
clusion that under the proposed setup she will make good and 
proceed to Grade 11. She has the ability to make a useful 
school teacher and I believe that we should not stand in the 
way of her possible success in this endeavour. 


It should be remembered in this case that this 
girl's father is dead and her mother's ability to earn is 
limited, by the fact that she is endeavoring to support three 
children, 


The grant of $255.00 is made up of $150.00 for 
fees, $25.00 for books and $80.00 for bus transportation. 
The grant is recommended and the Department's instructions 
will be appreciated.

Dear Mr. Perry: 


I am writing on behalf of Williamson Walkem, pupil 
#680, Coqualeetza Indian Residential School, who matriculated 
from Chilliwack High School a year ago. 


At a conference on his case at which were present 
Mr. Commissioner Ditchburn, Mr. Inspector Barry and the Rev. 
Principal Lett, he was advised to take his Senior Matriculation 
at Chilliwack High School, preceding Normal training, He failed 
to make his year and cannot repeat it at Chilliwack as the Trustees 
decided not to continues the classes for Senior Matriculation work 
this year. This places Walkem in a 4ifficult position. 


I received a letter a few days ago from Mr. Ind ian 
Agent Barber of Merritt, inclosing one from C. Walkem of Spences 
Bridge, father of the boy, both anxiously inquiring what could be 
done. Upon receipt of a letter from Capt. Barry which, on account 
of the probably difficulty of securing a suitable position even if 
he secured his teacher's certificate, discouraged the idea of 
Normal training, I sent for Walkem to come to see me and talk the 
matter over concerning his future. He is anxious to repeat the year 
at the University of British Columbia, assuring m his Father and 
Brother could and would help him to the extent of $250.00. I would 
recommend the Deyartment of Indian Affairs make a grant of $250.00. 
With care he can get through the year on $500.00 including fees, 
board, and other expenses. I would favor his repeating the year 
because I believe he will make good. He is not the quick student 
Percy Gladstone was but he is a plodder with a great deal of 
character. He lost no tim last year but he is somewhat hand icap- 
ped by his English, which is not to be wondered at. His Mother is 
absolutely uneducated. His father has very little and it is greatly 
to the credit of this quiet andi unassuming Indian boy that he has 
the ambition to make something of himself. If another trial is not 
provided for him the affect upon the students who could take further 
training will be discouraging. 


Since the Indians met some years ago, as you will 
remember, the Superintenmient Gersral of Iniian Affairs, Hon. Mr. 
Stewart, and the Deputy Minister, the matter of advancing training 
was agreed upon and the manner in which the Department has fulfilled 
such undertaking is highly creditable, for if ever a race, depender 
upon any Government, had a chance to make good along educational 
lines, that race comprizes the native tribes of British Columbia. 


Let me again say the boy is deeply in earnest and what 
I have written is in harmony with the wishes of the staff here ani 
I feel sure that of his former Principal, Rev. A.R. Lett. I believe 
4t would be a good investment on the part of the Department for 
many reasons to take this action, to make this grant on his behalf.

In regard to Williamson Walkem: I am prepared 
to recommend that this boy be given a Technical High 
School Course at Vancouver, provided he can be admitted 
on his present qualifications; that his parents are able 
to meet one-half of his expenses in Vancouver as in other 
cases; and that he can be recommended for any particular 
Course that will be calolated to help him in after life. 


I could not recommend his admission to the 
University under circumstances mentioned in your letter 
of September 19th, ultimo; also in view of Inspector 
Barry's indisposition to recommend him for 4 teaching 
profession. I shall await your further observations.

Williamson has elected a vocational 
course in which he will be deeply interested and I feel sure suc- 
cessful. The course he selects is electrical engineering. He can 
be depemied upon to make gool. Personally I have every confidence 
in him and am writing to him today to be ready to proceed without 
delay to Vancouver the moment he hears from the Department. 


The manner in which the officers of the Department 
are keeping faith with their intention to advance the interests of 
the native people by giving them advanced training wherever they 
show capability speaks volumes for the Department and in British 
Columbia is having a splendid influence on the minds and lives of 
the people who are the wards of the country.

The boy Walkem took his intrance and Junior 
Matriculation et Chilliwack. He did not take Normal subjects, 
but tried Senior Matriculation at Chilliwack and failed totally, 
presumably through lack of essential home work. The Senior 
Matriculation class at Chilliwack High School has been done 
away with; and to qualify for Normal the student must either 
repeat his attempt at a Senior High School elsewhere or take 
First Year Arts in B.C. University or at Victoria College. 

The application was received too late to admit of his entrance 
to either of these Courses. Moreover, the B.C. Jducation 
Department objected to the High School Course being taken in 
gome other city; and the Inspector of Indian Schools for 
British Columbia--Capt.Barry--is not satisfied that this 
student, if allowed to take an advanced Course in preparation 
for the teaching profession, would ever make an efficient 
teacher. The Inspector felt that he might not be acce pted 
at B.C. Normal School nor recommended for an Indian school.

I may say, however, that the Department is in doubt as to whether 
this boy, from the educational qualifications which he possesses, 
would be able to take full advantage of the course. Ve are not 
aware eas to the length of time it will take him to complete the 
course. However, in view of the recommendation of yourself 

and the Principal of the Coqualeetza Institute, the Department 

is allowing crant to assist him as mentioned above. It is 

noted that the cost for the current vear will be approximately 
$500. The above amount is all the Department can provide, and 
the belance of the cost must be met by this boy's parents. 


You or the Principal of the Coqualeetza School should 
make the necessary arrangements to have him enter the Technical 
High School as soon as possible. It is also presumed that 
suitable arrangements will be made for boarding accommodation 
and for his proper oversight while he is continuing his studies, 


Payment of the grant allowed will be made in two instal- 
ments - the first upon receipt of a voucher, in triplicate, pro- 
perly certified, when considered timely to request same.

You no doubt are aware of the fact that the school 
had a 100% pass in Provineial Zxamination. This includes the 
two Bent children with whom I am especially pleased as they 
both worked hard. I am anxious that Smith should get a year in 
Technical, which with his present woodwork training should be of 
great benefit to him. He should be given a year in Woodwork and 
Drafting as he is very good in both and will do his best. 

I have been in touch with Inspector Kyle of the Provincial 
Technical work and he has recommended the Trapp Teck. at New 
Westminster stating that the lad would receive more individual 
there than in the Vancouver School. 


When coming thro ugh last Saturday I saw the teachers of the 
Trapp School and they were very interested and said that if the 
boy cane to them they certainly would give him every credit for 
his present training and would give him every attention individual- 
ly. 

Inspector Barry and Acting Commissioner Perry are in 
favour of giving the lad this advanced year and it remains now for 
yourself to recommend the suggestion to these centlemen, and through 
them it will go on to the Department for consideration.

I therefore strongly recommend 
that the Department authorize this expenditure of approxima tely 
Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), which is the cost given by Mr. 
Lett, and would appreciate very much if you would take the matter 
up with the Inspector of Schools, and the Department, with your 
recommendation, if at all possible. 


The Technical School, I understand, opens on Sept.6th. 
Therefore I would be pleased to be advised as early as possible 
as to the views of the Departmnt. It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Lett's letter arrived here during my absence on vacation leave, 
as it does not give very much time to take the matter up with the 
Department. Though, as “r, Lett has apparently already mentioned 
the matter to yourself and Mr. Barry, possibly you are ina positior 
to advise me if there is a possibility of the Department sanction-~ 
ing this boy going to the Technical School.

I have the honor to transmit herewith copy of a letter 
dated August 30th, ultimo, received from Mr. Barber, of Nicola 
Agency, together with copy of the enclosure mentioned, being a 
letter received by Mr. Barber from Rev. A.R. Lett, Principal of 
St. George's Indian Residential School at Lytton, dated August 
8th, these letters being in advocacy of the proposal that the 
Department should provide a grant of $500.00 , if possible, to 
meet the expense of sending Smith Bent,a pupil of the school who 
has passed his Entrence Examination, to the Trapp Technical 
School at New Westminster, B.C., for a year's tuition. I beg to 
say I have discussed the matter with the Inspector of Indian 
Schools, Capt. G.H. Barry, who states that the Trapp Technical 
School at New Westminster is a Provincial institution similar to 
the Vancouver Technical High School except that the Trapp School 
also provides a three-year High School Course in addition to the 
Technical training. Inspector Barry strongly advocates the 
assistance asked for in behalf of this pupil. It is rather un- 
fortwumate that the matter has been left to the last minute before 
making recommendation, and prompt action is necessary if the boy 
is to be admitted to the Trapp School for the session which opens 
about September 6th, instant. I shall thank the Department to be 
good enough to consider the representations made by Principal Lett 
and Indian Agent Barber and advise me by wire so that if the boy's 
admission is approved the necessary preliminary arrangement can 
be made at once. Inspector Barry informs me that he is advised 
by Principal Lett that suitable accommodation for the boy's board 
can be obtained at New Westminster. I may say I am in favor of 
sending promising boys from the Residential Schools to efficient 
Technical Schools for training provided these pupils are recommend- 
ed by the School Principal, the Inspector of Indian Schools and the 
Indian Agent, and for this reason would recommend that the boy 
Smith Bent be afforded the opportunity which he is seeking of taking 
a suitable Technical Course in woodcraft and drawing for which he 
appears to be particularly adapted. 


On the other hand should the Department feel that this 
matter is being unduly rushed and that further data is required, 
further partiqmlars could be sought for the Department's informa- 
tion but immediate session would in this case be lost and there 
would be somewhat of a setback to this boy’ ambitions.

Dear Mr. Lett:<~ 


In reply to your letter of the 16th instant, I 
do not think it advisable to change Smith Bent's boarding 
house. He is well taken care of and I think we were very 
forturmate in getting him into such good surraindings. 


I allow him $5.00 a month pocket money, which 
should leave him a good deal more per week, after paying his 
carfare, than my own boys, going to High School, have to spend. 


The Department, it is true, allow $500.00, but 
that does not mean that we are to expend the whole amount 
simply to tench this youth extravagence, and I personally think 
he is getting quite as much as is good for him now. Furthermore, 
it svpeere to me that when the Department go to such expense to 
provide training for an Iniien youth, that the least his family 
ean do is to make enéffort towards his support. It is really too 
much to expect the Department to finance his board, education, 
Clothing, pooket money and all expenses. The Department in the 
past has relieved the Indians of too much responsibility, which 
is probably one of the reasons why so many of them are shiftless 
noWe 


I spoke to the Principal of the Trapp Technieai 
School, upon the at of changing\his social studies to a 
wood-working period. is cannot be done, as these studies are

an obligatory part of the cairse, and fioO exceptions can be made. 


Persmmally, I do not think that Technical Schools, 
as they are run, form a satisfactory means of training Indian 
pupils in advanced craftamanship, as a comparatively small 
portion of their time is devoted to the particular art they are 
desired to acquire. 


Smith Bent's periods at wood-working last term 
only covered the ground he hed already been over at St. George's 
School before coming down here. It appears to me, therefore, 
that where it is desired to give boys special training in such 
subjects as wood-working, motor mechanics ete., it would be far 
better to apprentice or otherwise attach them to some shop where 
they would have six days a week devoted to their particular 
course, instead of two periods a week the Technical School 
schedule allows them. The academic portion of the Technical 
School class work is, of cairse, of no use to the Indians we de- 
sire to benefit, especially in cases where they are only getting 
one year. 


Another advantage of this line of action would be 
that the Indian pupil could be kept more or less in his local 
environment and placed in some small country town, where he would 
not be so likely to becane accustomed to the glamour of white 
lights, es in the City. 


The boy is doing well, and his last report was 
extremely satisfactory, but just the same, I think he wamid have 
derived far more advantage from a year spent in some wood-working 
plant than he will obtain from his time at the Technical School.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
dated the 25th instant, with reference to Smith Bent. 
Student's car tickets for this youth are forty (40) for 
$1.00, good up until five o'clock, and as he is in School 
on an average of twenty-two (22) days a month, $1.00 
practically cowers his legitimate needs, he has, thepefore, 
Close on a $1.00 a week to provide extra transportation to 
night clesses. 


It appears to me that to supply him freely with 
money, would merely mean an ina@ucement to shirk his studies. 
You mst remember that we pay for his board, laundry,clothing 
and books, so the only legitimte expense he is called upon 
for, is the transportation above alluded to, and‘in view of 
the given figures, I fail to see how you ca ke out that this 
cost should be more than the $5.00 a month am giving him. 


I would like to point out also, that my boys ere 
in a different position to Smith Bent, and while they may not 
have much expenditure for carfare, they have social obligations 
that far exceed his. 


I am surprised at your attitude in the mtter, as 
you must know that any youth turned loose in a City, with un- 
limited cash, is open to grave temptations. 


I am, however, forwarding your communication to 
the Department, and will be mided by their instructions, as 
to the amount of pocket money Smith is to receive.

Technical School of this City. 


I now beg to enclose herewith, a further letter 
in this connection, and I shall be mech obliged if you will 
inform me whether it is your desire that I increase the 
issue of pocket money to this youth. 


So far as the contents of the letter are concerned, 
I would like to point out that Smith Bent can purchase forty 
(40) student's street car tickets for et As he attends 
school on en average of twenty-two (22) days per month, this 
expenditure practically clears his necessity in attending his 
usual classes, while leaving him the sum of $4.00 in hand. 
On two nights a week, however, he attends extra classes for 
motor mechanics, but I consider the $4.00 is ample to cover 
this extra expenditure, as we have provided him with clothes 
and books and pay his laundry with his board. There is, 
therefore, nothing for him to spend the money on, and I per- 
sonally think he is getting sufficient. Any youth turned 
loose in a City, will spend what he has in his pocket, and 
an Indian, even though he is a good one like Smith, is cer- 
tainly no better than a white boy in this respect. 


In my view, we would not be assisting Smith in 
his studies, as indicated by Reverend Mr. Lett, in giving him 
any more spending money, but on the contrary we would be 
giving him the means to neglect his studies. I may, however, 
be wrong, and I shall be very much obliged if you will let me 
have your instructions at your early convenience. 


I know Indians practically, for the last twenty- 
one years in the service of the Department and for a con- 
siderable time teore that, and if I am to be in charge of 
this youth, while he is down here, I do not think that Reverend 
Mr. Lett shoubd interfere on the representations of the Indian. 


Reverend Mr. Lett does not seem to appreciate that 
City Technical Schools have to be run according to standard 
rules am regulations, ani that when a boy enters a class, 
he must stay with that class and follow its work, he cannot 
be given special tuition. The Authorities will not do this 
for the children of City taxpayers, and naturally they will 
not do it for Indians from outside points. I have spoken to 
the Principal of the Technical School and he has pointed this 
out to me.

George's Indian Residential School , Lytton B.C... in regard 
to his recommendation that assistance be granted by the Dep- 
artment to enable Pupil No.0122-Edith Walkem-to continue her 
studies through Senior Matriculation. 


This girl will pass her Junior Matriculation this 
year, and I am informed that she desires to obtain further 
education, with intention of becoming a teacher. My views 
in this regard are expressed in my letter to Mr. Lett, dated 
April 17th, a copy of which is hereto attached. 


I have spoken to Charlie Walkem, fether of this 
girl, who is a member of the Cook's Ferry Band of this agency, 
in this regard, but at the time he did not care to commit 
himself, until after he had had an opportunity to discuss the 
matter with his daughter Edith. 


Welkem has been in steady employment on the reilwey 
as section man for many years, and in addition has 4 very nice 
small ranch and # number of cattle. He is also able to operate 
@ car bought new two years ago, and with the exception thet he 
lives on the Indien Reserve and is a member of the Band, leads 
the life of an average white wage earner, and is in 4 position to 
bear part of the cost of any advanced education his daughter re- 
ceives. 


Should this girl qualify for « position @s teacher, i 
wonder what opportunity would arise for her to obtain a position. 
Further, I find that these girls, on leaving the Kesidential 
School, appear only too anxious to find 6 husbend\(’). 


However, Edith is a nice girl, and Mr. Lett recommends 
her highly.s and i would also like to recommend that the Depart- 
ment make @ grant to enable her to take her Senior Matriculation 
providing her fether will be agreeable to pay $10.00 or $15.00 
per month towards the cost.
